• The new Jacques-Cartier Bridge ( 
(at left), one of the principal en- , 
trances to Montreal from the south, j 
is over two miles long and connects j 
Montreal Island with the South | 
Shore of the St. Lawrence. Its 
main span, 162 feet above mean 
water level, allows full clearance ! 
for ocean, lake and river shipping. 

• At the right of the picture is 
the Seamen’s Memorial Tower, 
erected in memory of mariners who 
gave their lives in the Great War... 

At the left is the world’s largest 
cold storage warehouse, operated ' 
by the Montreal Harbour Commis¬ 
sion as one of the port facilities... 

• The Harbour can accommodate ' 
more than 125 ocean-going vessels 

at one time, in addition to a 
large volume of lake and river 
traffic.
